Germany Maintains That Versailles 
Treaty Has Been Violated by 
French in the Ruhr

Anxiously, but calmly, the world 
was adjusting itself today 
to

France has taken physical posses­ 
sion, through her armies of the rich 
German Ruhr district. 
One of the greatest coal produc­ 
ing and manufacturing areas of Eu­ 
rope has been occupied by thousands 
of troops without the. firing 
of a 
shot or the loss of a single French 
or German life to date. 


Teachings of the German language 
may In? restored to the cirriculum of 
Rush county high schools if a bill in 
troduced in the Indiana legislature 
Friday becomes a law. 
The measure, which 
was 
intro­ 
duced in the lower house of the gen­ 
eral assembly, 
would repeal tliose 
parts of the anti-German language 
laws which prohibit the teaching of 
German in high schools, public, pri­ 
vate or parochial elmentary schools. 
It was introduced by Waldemar 
F.. KirkofT of Fort Wayne, who is a 
representative from 
Allen 
county, 
who says that his bill would not per­ 
mit the German language to 
I k* used 
as a medium 
of 
instruction, 
but 
simply would remove the discrimi­ 
nation against the German language 
and permit it *to 
Ik* taught just 
as 
Sjmni*Ji, French or any other lan­ 
guage. 


The first section of the 19 19 ele­ 
mentary school law provides 
that 
teaching must he in English and ends 
with the sentence: ‘‘Provided that 
the German language shall not he 
taught in any

MANY SEE BRIGHT STIR 


ECLIPSED BY THE MOON 


Beautiful Sight in 
Eastern 
Skies 
This Morning Attracts Many 
Early Risers

VISIBLE AFTER SUN RISES 


Many Rushville people were 
a t­ 
tracted by the beautiful sight in the 
eastern skies this morning when the 
moon temporarily hid from view, the 
brilliant planet Venus which has been 
such a conspicuous figure in tlie east- 


risers witnessed an unusual 
sight. 
After the sun was high in the sky, 
the moon and Venus were still plain­ 
ly visible and very close together. 
Though the nioon occults or tein- 
porarily eclipses a number of stars 
each month most of tliesc stars are 
faint or inconspicuous oh j Acts, An 
occupation of a star*of first magni­ 
tude or a planet by the moon is not 
a common occurrence. Many years 
have passed since the United States 
has had an opportunity to observe 
one of the finest occupations that is 
to he seen, that of the most brilliant 
planet in the heavens, under excep­ 
tionally favorable circumstances. 
V enus 
is past its maximum bril­ 
liancy and fa r excels all stars 
and 
planets in brightness. Viewed with 
the telescope it appears as a beau­ 
tiful cresent nearing the phase of 
half-moon. The moon was a slender 
crescent in the eastern sky within 
three and a half days of the phase 
of new moon. The disappearance of 
the planet behind the moon o r 
the 
immersion, as it is called, took place 
at the bright or eastern limb of the 
moon and the reappearance of emer­ 
sion at the darkened limb.
